Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1966, 

The  Registrar  G-eneral's  estimate  of  the  mid --year  population 
was  11,010  compared  rdth  10,860  in  19^5 . 

The  Birth  Rate  after  adjustment  for  comparative  purposes  was 
18.1  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  Death  Rate  similarly  adjusted  was  7.9  P^^  1,000  of  the 
population . 

These  rates  compare  favourably  '-dth  the  corresponding  national 
rates  vihich  were  17.7  and  11.7  respectively. 

Infant  Mortality  on  the  other  ha.nd  sho’.ied  an  increase  during 
the  year.  There  were  four  deaths  of  children  under  one  year 
giving  a morta.lity  rate  of  26  per  1,000  live  births.  The  ca.use 
in  half  of  these  deaths  was  congenital  defect. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  measles  v/ere  notified  and  six  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  two  of  which  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

There  was  only  one  new  case  of  tuberculosis  notified  and  no 
deaths  from  this  disease. 

There  v/ere  hovrever,  twenty  deaths  from  lung-cancer  - the 
same  number  as  in  I965. 

Details  of  the  environmental  health  services  are  contained  in 
the  Report  of  the  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  One 
important  development  referred  to  in  his  Report  is  the  completion 
during  the  year  of  the  sewage  treatment  works  at  Sellindge.  Another 
matter  to  which  I would  refer  is  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
household  refuse  and  the  desirability  of  adopting  methods  of 
collection  in  the  Rural  District  more  suited  to  specific  needs  and 
local  circiomstances . 

I have  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  in 
the  work  of  the  Department  and  the  staff  generally  for  their 
co-operation  throughout  the  year.

The  sev;age  treatment  vrorks  at  Sellindge  ;vhich  has  been 
designed  to  serve  the  parishes  of  Sellindge,  Stanford  and  Lympne 
within  the  District  and  Brabourne  and  Smeeth  'vvithin  East  Ashford 
Rural  District  was  completed.  The  main  contractor  for  the  vforks 
was  Messrs.  Robert  Savill  Limited.  The  i/orks  have  been  designed 
to  serve  initially  a future  population  of  4,000  at  40  g-al,  per  head 
per  day  and  a dry  vreather  flov/  of  l60,000  g.p.d. 


By  the  end  of  the  year  158  d'.vellings  in  the  central  and 
vrestern  parts  of  the  parish  of  Sellindge  had  been  connected.  It 
is  anticipated  that  the  i.-hole  of  the  scheme,  comprising  of  21  miles 
of  6 inch  to  15  inch  diameter  soT/ers  and  five  pumping  stations,  v;ill 
be  completed  next  year. 


(b) 


Cesspools  were  emptied  by  direct  labour  with  one  750  gallon 
Dennis  emptier  and  one  1,200  gallons  Ford-Eagle  emptier  vrhich  v;as 
purchased  during  the  year  to  replace  a Dennis  emptier  which  was 
over  20  years  old. 


In  addition  tv/o  vehicles  were  hired  from  Messrs.  Purbridge  Ltd. 

There  were  delays  of  up  to  4 weeks  between  receipt  and 
execution  of  requests  to  empty  cesspools. 

No  separate  charge  was  levied  for  cesspool  emptying  and  no 
limit  'Vas  imposed  on  the  number  of  emptyings  per  cesspool.

6 . Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Fortnightly  kerbside  collection  of  dustbins  was  undertaken  by 
direct  labour  using  one  Bedford  7 cu.  yd,  side  loader  and  one  Austin 
12/20  cu,  yd,  rear  loader.  The  Bedford  vehicle  is  reaching  the  end 
of  its  useful  life  and  it  ’;d.ll  be  necessary  next  year  to  purchase 
a new  vhhicle.  It  v/ill  be  recommended  that  a larger  capacity  rear 
loading  vehicle  be  purchased,  preferably  one  \7ith  a crushing  action. 

As  reported  in  19^4  and  1965  an  ever  increasing  nvimber  of 
residents  have  found  it  difficult  to  store  refuse  for  a fortnight 
and  also  there  v/as  an  increase  in  the  number  of  elderly  people 
residing  in  the  District  who  are  unable  to  carry  their  dustbins 
out  to  the  roadside. 

Tith  modern  packaging,  refuse  is  becoming  far  more  bulky  an<^ 
residents  living  in  moderh  bungalows  vrith  small  gardens  are  not 
always  able  to  burn  refuse.
